I had this borne in upon me 
last September during a visit with West 
German friends in the Black Forest 
region.

porters. But they had grown tired of

Germany's on terms compatible with 
Western notions of an equally free 
citizenship for everybody. 
When a limited agreement with the 
East Germans permitted the mother of 
the family to visit her sister in the East 
Zone for the first time in some 25 years, 
she just had to welcome it.

guaranteed Willy Brandt his majority 
in the November election. 
And so it must go throughout the 
world if the Era of Negotiations is not 
disrupted by unforeseen accident or 
contingency. The Cold War will con­ 
tinue in a muled sort of way as the East 
and the West maneuver stealthily to 
win the allegiance of Third-World 
countries and to compete on 
the 
oceans. 
But the romantic days of opposition 
to Communism are no more. Even 
Castro, bad cess to him, will get off the 
hook. The new watchword will be ac­ 
commodation. Nixon hopes to build 
trade relations with the Soviets that 
will make for a situation which neither 
Washington nor Moscow can afford to 
disrupt. 
W’hen Soviet natural gas begins to 
move through pipes to tidewater for 
shipment to the West, the Kremlin will 
no longer be able to afford open war. 
And when those Boeing 707s go to Red 
China, Peking’s continuing need for 
spare parts and new engines will be a 
powerful argument for maintaining a 
diplomatic status quo. 
Henry Kissinger, the student of early 
Nineteenth 
Century 
European 
diplomacy, has taken us back to 1815, 
when the anti-Napoleonic 
coalition 
imposed the so-called System of 
Metternich on Europe. There was 
peace from 1815 to 1848, but it was a 
peace based in many countries on 
domestic suppression. No doubt the 
peace was preferable to continued 
bloodletting. The lid eventually blew 
off with the uprisings of 1848, when 
literary romanticism moved a younger 
generation to the active romanticism of 
revolution. 
The survivors of the Cold War must 
reluctantly bow to events. But the ghost 
of my old friend Bela Fabian, the 
Hungarian Freedom Fighter who used 
to bring me news from the East Eur- 
pean underground, will surely troubled 
my sleep. 
How, when we meet beyond the River 
Styx, will I be able to explain it all to 
him? I wouldn’t really know.

Here's the Answer

Q. — I have read many times about 
ways 
of 
correcting 
mildew 
in 
basements and on the sidewalls of a 
house, but I have a new problem. 
Mildew collects on the clothes in one of 
the closets in our house. What can be 
done about if’ 
.A — A’ours is not a new problem. It 
usually happens in a closet on an 
outside wall and in one in which 
dampness is present because of con­ 
densation. As soon as you make the 
closet warmer and drier, the mildew- 
wili be unable to grow-. This can be done 
in any one of a number of ways and, in 
severe cases, in several ways. 
lf it is impractical to keep the closet 
door open all the day, replace the 
present door with a louvered one. 
Warm the outside wall of the closet, 
perhaps with insulating material of 
some kind (this is a last resort when 
other measures fail). Keep a light bulb 
burning in the closet 24 hours a day. 
Use a chemical dehumidifier to sop up 
the warm, moist air. 


Q. — Some time ago you wrote about 
using a shellac stic to fix a damaged 
table top. My local hardware store does 
not carry it. The clerk says he never 
heard of it. Can you help me*’

legalization of marijuana. 
“ Marijuana is here to stay.” said a 
report begun by CU in 1969. “No con­ 
ceivable law-enforcem ent program 
can curb its availability" 
CU suggested that all laws con­ 
trolling marijuana be repealed and 
replaced with controls only on the 
cultivation, production and marketing 
of the stimulant 
It also recommended that all those 
imprisoned for selling or possessing 
marijuana be released 
"It's much too late to debate the 
issue,” the report said, adding: “We do 
not recommend legalization because 
we believe marijuana is ‘safe' or 
‘harmless.’ No drug is safe or harmless 
to all people at all dosage levels or 
under all conditions of use.”

which

“ crim inalization and alienation of 
young people.” 
The report also dealt w ith hard drugs 
and alcohol, recommending that drug 
addicts be treated with controlled 
maintenance programs.

The West Virginia Alcohol Beverage 
Control

(ACC) 
has 
recently stocked several of its stores 
w ith two brands of old-fashioned white 
corn whiskey, “guaranteed to be le.ss 
than .30 days old.” 
“One of the main reasons we decided 
to put It on the shelves,” according to 
ABCC commissioner liichard Barber, 
“ is that many people just like the taste 
of mtxmshine. We had quite a bit of 
demand for it.” 
The whiskev can be inbibed without 


feeling the after-affects of the home­ 
brewed variety. Barber said. 
“That stuff can make you blind or kill 
you if ifs not good quality,” Barber 
.said. “ I would certainly hope our 
stwking the stuff will cut down on any 
deaths or blindness.” 
The two brands sold in about 60 ABC 
stores arourd the Mountain State are 
Booneshine, a 
100-proof whiskey 
manufactured in Cincinnati, and Geor­ 
gia Moon, an 86-proof variety produced 
in the Peach State. 
Booneshine, sold in pint package, 
retails at $2.66, while Georiga Moon 
comes in a bottle shaped like a fruit-jar 
that holds a fifth and costs $4.41. 
“ I f s distilled just like regular 
whiskey,” Barber said. “ The big dif­ 
ference is that white whiskey isn’t put 
in charred barrels to age. Supposedly

NEW YORK (AP) — “Please Stand 
By” is the phrase generally used by a 
television network whose picture goes 
blooie. It also is the title of a new the­ 
atrical film that poses an intriguing 
question of the future. 
First consider the distinct possibility 
that, a few years from now, most 
netw ork television show s will be 
broadcast via domestic satellite. Then 
ask: 
Can 
this 
lead 
to 
electronic 
mischief? 
“ Please Stand By” says it sure can. 
U.S. satellite officials say it sure can’t, 
at least not the way the film ’s plot line 
would have it. 
The movie is about a group of 
technically expert radicals who in­ 
terrupt a network’s 
satellite tran­ 
smission during the nightly news to 
beam a counter-culture message. 
They do it with a stolen mobile 
television van supposedly equipped to 
beam a signal to satellites on station 
above the United States. 
They roll their one-minute videotape 
message on the netw ork’s satellite 
frequency, then lower the antenna and 
roar off into the night, lest the Federal 
Communications Commission get a fix 
on them. 
The co u n ter-cu ltu re b ro ad casts 
begin and end with a deep voice in­ 
toning, “The airw aves belong to the 
people.” 
The film is underground in the sense 
that it didn’t open at Radio City Music 
Hall. Ifs playing in Greenwich Village. 
It is a drawn-out, clumsy effort. But its 
premise is very, very funny. 
“ Please Stand By” was produced, 
directed and written by Jack and 
Joanna Milton, a young New York 
couple who put the thing together for 
about $1(X),000. Ifs their first feature 
film. 
Milton says the idea of a .satellite 
caper had its roots in the real-life 
takeover of a local television station 
here by some radical folk a few years 
ago. They were evicted after a brief on- 
air show. 
That happened a few years ago, but 
the idea resurfaced with a space-age 
twist when Milton read a few articles 
about satellites. 
“Then we thought of doing a story 
based on the prem ise: ‘How can we do 
it 
(broadcast by satellite) 
without 
getting caught,’” the 32-year-old film­ 
m aker said. 
How did they research the idea of an 
illegal satellite signal'^ 
“Well, actually the government puts 
out all the nec'cssary inform ation,” 
Milton said. “They really do. We did all 
the research in the San Francisco 
public library” 
Did the filming attract the FCC’s 
attention’’ 
“ No. we didn’t have any problems 
w ith them because the FCC, of course, 
wasn’t aw are of what we were doing,” 
Milton laughed. “ If they were aware,

Reclamation of land is profitable 
TOPS chapter planning party

NEW YORK (AP) — The symbol of 
ecological

scarred landscape, slashed and torn by 
man in his quest for the natural wealth 
of

Prodded by criticism and threatened 
by legislation, companies which mine 
the earth for coal or ores or simply for 
new highway fill, are attempting to 
restore a natural appearance after 
they leave. 
.And now there is developing another 
incentive, one that 
business un­ 
derstands better 
That’s the profit 
motive, which yet may prove to be the 
ecologist’s friend after all. 
Between Dallas and Fort Worth, for 
example, a wildlife park exists on the 
reclaimed land of an old Gifford-Hill & 
Co. gravel pit. Near Indianapolis, an 
abandoned American Aggregate pit is 
the site of new housing. 
In some instances the companies that 
did the digging are also responsible for 
converting the land to new uses, such 
as golf courses, lakes and shopping 
centers, but most do so with the aid of 
specialists.

are

fragmented into different aspects of 
the industry — in market research, 
financial feasibiity studies, utilization 
planning and the like.

Wash . the St. Regis 
Paper Co. had idled a waterfront 
logging plant. With Hoffman's help it 
was subdivided 
for

different 
tenants and then sold to the Port of Ol­ 
ympia for $2 million. 
••Corporations don’t understand real 
estate,” he maintains. “ It’s a feel, a 
technique, an art. a creative feeling. 
The corporations have no expertise, no 
knowledge. No business school can 
teach you this business.” 
The problem for the corporations, he 
claims, is that they continue to think as 
corporate officials rather than real 
estate developers. “ They have to think 
as entrepreneurs — and they can’t.’’ 


As lie explains it. the tough part is not 
drawing up the plans, but in completing 
the nitty-gritty work of rezoning, con­ 
ducting engineering studies, obtaining 
rights-of-wav and finding a builder- 
developer or investor to participate in a 
joint venture with the corporation.

Ohio’s 'bogus ballot’ squad 


to check on double voting 


COLUMBUS, Ohio ( AP ) - A 60-day 
hunt for Ohio voters who cheated by 
voting twice in the Nov. 7 election is 
scheduled to begin next month, soon 
alter the official canvass Dec. 6. 
It all depends on the state’s 88 county 
election boards, some of them beset by 
recounts in local contests. 
“ We hope to have the official canvass 
Dec. 6,” said Secretary of State Ted 
Brown. “ We would like to have it by 
then, but it depends on the boards. “ We 
are contacting today those election 
boards who haven’t sent us their of­ 
ficial counts." 
Cuyahoga, Summit and Hamilton 
counties were among those boards. 
Ohio’s ballot box fraud squad will 
consist of a half dozen fieldmen in the 
secretary of state's office and the 
county boards. They will mingle their 
detective work with other standard 
election tasks over a two-month period. 
A similar, but smaller, survey after 
the May 2 Democratic primary turned 
up just one case of double-dipping, the 
case of a county employe in Lake 
County. 
“ The man wasn’t prosecuted," said 
James Marsh, tile secretary of state's

election counsel. 
“ I know he lost his job.” 
Brown said, “ I don’t know how you’d 
figure that case. You know, if you voted 
in the May 2 primary in Ohio and then 
moved to Michigan and voted there, I 
don’t know how you’d pin it down. 
“ I guess you'd have to ask if the man 
voted twice for President. That would 
be double voting." 
The danger of double voting came 
into focus when the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled college students could vote in the 
locations of their schools. 
On the other hand, the students could 
legitimately register both at 
their 
home town and at the university. 
Legally, they can vote only in one 
location.

mandatory work program, state of­ 
ficials say. 
One-time recipients are working as 
auto mechanics, busboys, sheet metal 
workers, barbers, warehousemen and 
in other fields, says B ill Lawson of the 
Departm ent of Hum an Resources 
Development. 
In the six counties where the 4- 
month-old program is operating. 2,707 
welfare recipients have been classified 
as employable. Lawson said. Of that to­ 
tal, 1,127 — or 42 per cent — are on 
regular jobs in private industry, 230 
others are in training and 184 have been 
given "work experience assignments,” 
he reported. 
.An additional 371 have been kicked 
off welfare rolls for refusing to take a 
job or training. Lawson added Monday 
Those for whom the state’s unem­ 
ployment office can't find a job im­ 
mediately in the private sector are 
working 
for 
local 
governments 
in 
various jobs such as school crossing 
guards and parking lot attendants. 
Lawson said. Their only pay is their 
welfare checks. 
"They're not just raking leaves, ’ 
Lawson said. " I t ’s work that needs to 
be done but otherwise wouldn’t be done 
without raising taxes. And it gives 
them work experience, don’t forget 
that.” 
The department claims more than 50 
per cent of the recipients have moved 
into private jobs or job training and 
only about 7 per cent are in public 
service work

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Economic turnaround sparks new fears

Just a bit more 
than one year ago the nation was forced 
to swallow a drastic tonic in order to 
jolt itself out of the economy lethargy 
that had settled into its bones. 
Confidence was 
low. 
Retailers 
complained 
that 
consumers 
saved 
rather than spent on clothing, furniture 
and appliances. Consumers said they 
did so because prices were too high. 
The nation's business leaders, fearful 
that the trend would continue, post­ 
poned expansion 
plans. 
Many job­ 
seekers were said to have stopped 


looking, recognizing intuitively that if 
the economy was going nowhere, they 
were. too. 
These were only a few signs of 
malaise when President Nixon shocked 
the world by effectively devaluing the 
dollar, imposing wage and price 
controls and reassuring the public that 
he would do everything to push ex­ 
pansion. 
The assurance 
that 
the 
country 
would not be left to float or drift up out 
of inflation but would he given a boost, 
changed the spirits of millions. 
The Federal Reserve Board, which 
controls the money supply and which, 


therefore, has almost as much to say 
about the economy as the President, 
participated in the new spirit. 
Consumers resumed their buying. 
Business began expansion plans. Retail 
sales, at least for some items, boomed. 
Consumer credit, 
which 
had 
been 
shrinking, rose sharply. Stocks moved 
higher. The jobless rate fell. So did 
inflation. 
And now, in testimony to the fact that 
the business cycle of ups and downs is 
the nature of things, a growing number 
of business and money men are con­ 
cerned that restraints soon must be 
applied again. 
This suggestion touches off a heated 
response from others, as it always has 
and will. The very idea is to some 
highly 
respected 
economists, 
an 
abomination, a narrow-minded, near­ 
sighted. insensitive interpretation of 
options. 
They point out that the nation has a 
long way to go before achieving its 
productive capacity and that, mean­ 
while. 
expansion 
should 
be 
en­ 
couraged. Inflation, they say. is not a 
current danger. 
Those who are talking up restraint 
note, however, that there is a lead time 
of at least six months before definite 
changes can be brought about 
by

The 
government claims its nationwide 
“rent watch” has been a rousing 
success, preventing thousands of 
illegal rent increases while turning up 
only a handful of violations. 
The Nixon administration put the 
rent watch into effect early this fall 
after Social 
Security 
benefits for 
retired people were increased 20 per 
cent. The watch was designed to 
prevent landlords from wiping out the 
Social Security gains by increasing 
rents. 
The Internal Revenue Service in­ 
vestigated more than 90,000 rental 
units in a two-month period, finding 
only 24 minor violations and one 
violation that has been turned over to 
the Justice Department for possible 
prosecution. 
In addition, 
IRS received 2,-178 
complaints. It has completed in­ 
vestigations of 1,462 of these com­ 
plaints, uncovering 404 violations, most 
of them so technical that they were cor­ 
rected immediately. 
IRS has assessed 15 landlords with 
penalties totalling $28,819. Four of 
these cases have been settled and 
collected and the remainder are on 
appeal. 


IRS says the rent watch is still in 
effect and reports of illegal rent in­ 
creases levied on the elderly receive 
expedited treatment. 
Officials at the Cost of Living Council 
said the rent watch will continue as 
long as needed. They dismissed any 
notion that it would be abruptly 
dropped, giving landlords a chance to 
boost rents of old people. 
Traditionally, retired persons have 
faced rent increases shortly after 
Congress 
raised Social 
Security 
benefits. 
“The rent watch is not going to end 
with a bang, but with a whimper, for 
precisely the purpose that rents could 
be raised after it goes off,” said one 
Cost of Living Council official. 
An exception to the general trend 
during the rent watch has been in 
public housing, where the amount of 
rent hinges on a tenant’s income.

Airplane 
builder

Dayton, Ohio (A P) — The 
nose of Dave Duncan’s air­ 
plane bumps his kitchen table. 
The tail skid sits where he 
once had his couch. Two 14- 
foot wings spread over the 
living room floor. 
The decor is a bit unusual 
for a townhouse apartment. 
Fort almost three years now 
— whenever he has had the 
urge to work on it — Duncan 
has been building the single 
seat monoplane in his apart­ 
ment. 
“ I ’ve reached the point 
where it’s just getting a little 
too big for the place,” Duncan 
said of this project. “ I gotta 
get it out of here.” 
He still has to mount a 65- 
horsepower engine and the 
propeller and cover the plane 
with 50 yards of fabric. 
He plans to roll the craft out 
the back patio door, head for 
an airport, fasten the wings 
and be ready to take to the air. 
“ You never know,” he said, 
“ but I’ll be staying close to the 
airport those first few times.” 
Duncan, 33, has been flying 
13 years and flies weekly for 
an air travel club, but says 
there is a world of difference

open cockpit 
plane

building. 
Duncan started building his 
plane in 1970, figuring to spend 
a year and a half on it. 
He wrote for plans and in­ 
structions. The rest — all the 
parts and their assembly — 
was up to him. He has scoured 
stores for lumber, fittings and 
special bolts. 
Duncan figures his plane 
will cost $1,700 when com­ 
plete.

'^Where the hormones 


Does every human being have both 
male and female sex hormones? 
M issR.R.,S. D. 
Dear Miss R.: 
Both male and female hormones are 
present in both sexes. 
Estrogen is the female sex hormone. 
Androgen is the male sex hormone. 
As the female advances into puberty 
and adolescence there is a slow, 
progressive diminution of the 
amount of male hormones in the blood. 
Similarly, there is a reduction of the 
female estrogen in the male as he 
advances into adulthood. 
Hormones, both natural and syn­ 
thetic, have a complexity that staggers 
the imagination. They play a role in 
every phase of health and disease. 
The way the body maintains the 
balance of hormones is intricate and 
mystifying. 


WHEN any hormonal imblance is 
suspected, complex blood studies can 
now quickly reveal deficiencies and 
direct the path of re-establishing the 
hormone balance. 
Many readers ask if the presence of 
male and female sex hormones in one 
person is responsible for homosexual 
tendies. 
encies. 
There may be some role that the 
hormones play in this alteration of 
male and female charasteristics. But 
there are an infinite number of factors 
in the total equation of homosexualty, 
both physical and psychological, 
besides the distribution of hormones. 


Can overweight contribute to the 
formation of a hernia? 
M r.J.L.W .,O hio 
Dear Mr. W.: 
I do not know by your letter whether 
you refer to an inguinal hernia in the 
groin or to another type of hernia. 
An abdominal hernia following sur­ 
gery is evident by a protrusion at the 
site of the incision. 
While marked obesity is not nec­ 
essarily responsible as a cause of the 
hernia, certainly it plays a role in 
making it more pronounced. 
Severe overweight imposes a burden 
on every organ of the b<^y. The heart, 
the lungs, the liver, the spleen, the 
intestines, and the entire circulatory 
system pay a penalty for the added 
work imposed on them by the extra 
poundage. 


What is the normal pulse rate? 
Mr. I A. B., Ark. 
Dear Mr. B.; 
The pulse rate varies in people, 
depending on their age, the climate, 
geographic elevation, and general 
body condition. 
In health, and under normal circum­ 
stances, a heart beat (pulse rate) is 
about 80 times a minute. 
With physical exertion this may go 
up to 120 times a minute. An important 
index to doctors is how quickly after 
exertion the pulse rate returns to 
normal. 
During sleep and inactivity, the pulse 
rate may go down to 50 or 60 per 
minute.

One possibility, after drawing 
trumps, is to lead a low spade towards 
the queen. If East has the king, South 
will make two spade tricks instead of 
one and in that way make the contract. 
Another possibility is to attack 
diamonds by leading low towards the 
jack, lf the jack loses to East’s king or 
ace. South will still have the Q-9 left 
and can later leat! r dhamond from 
dummy towards them in an effort to 
score a diamond trick. 
As the cards lie, none of these 
methods of play would succeed and 
South would go down one. 
Acutally, there is a way of playing 
the hand that guarantees the contract 
IOO per cent. After drawing trumps, 
declarer cashes the Q-9 of clubs, 
discarding a spade from dummy. Then 
he leads the ace and another spade. 
These plays put him firmly in the 
driver’s seat. Regardless of which 
opponent wins with the king, he is 
bound to return either a spade or a 
diamond, which automatically limits 
the number of diamond losers to two. 
The suggested method of play 
completely eliminates the luck factor 
from the hand.
